'cular Advantage, and Grateful SatisfaQtion of the moſt Ingenious of Man- 
kind : And becauſe Earthquakes are not-ſo uſual in England, as in' other - 
Parts of the World, this was fo terrible co the Inhabitatits, and theis 
Conſternation ſo great and ſurprizing, that all the People were polleſt 
, with a Panick Fear ; ſome Swooning, others Agafſt with Wonder and A- 

maze; the Houſes were deſerted, and the Streets thronged with o confu- | 
ſed Mulcitudes, that there was no paſſing, nor could any Body give a true 
Relation of what had paſſed; for a confiderable time ; fo great a Terrour 
and Aﬀright do theſe Subterrancan woaderful Cauſes produce, upon the 
_ Apprehenſive Minds of Men ; and tho this was not fo great as has been _ 
heard of in Foreign Parts, particularly that which lately happened in * 
Port Royal, in Jamaica where ſome Thouſands periſhed ; yer it was fo 
ſtrange and wonderful in this Place, that the like has not been known, or 
heard of, in the Memory of Man; whether this Prognoſticares any ſtrange 
' future Event, is unceftain, tho fome has a particular Conjecture in the At- 
-firmative. Ir being high Change, that Place was deferred through Fear, 
atid the Merchants and others rnn, crowding: themſelves in the Streets, - 
- Not daring to venture into the Houles, ſo great was the Confuſion 
thereof, to the conſiderable Damage and Dertriment of a great many Fa- 
. milies, who felt the wonderful Efte&s of this unuſual and aſtoniſhing trem- 
bling ; for in ſome Houſes, in divers Parts,the Pewter and Braſs were thrown 
from the Shelves, on the Ground ; ſeveral Weavers, as they were at work, 
in Spittle-Frelds, and various other Parts, had their work tpoiled in their 
Looms; a Fouſe on Southwark-(1de, ſunk leveral Foot into tho Earth, and 
by the moving of the Earth, many Perſons were taken with a Gi:'dineſs in 
their Heads, and {wooning Fits; divers Chimmies falling down from many 
Houles ; chis Earthquake has not been Circumſcribe within the Bills of - 
Mortality z but divers Towns: 1n Surrey, Hartford ſbire, Eſſex, Kent, &c. 
hath felc its Effect, particularly the Towns of Barnet, St. -* "Wh &c. 
bur leaſt theſe, and other Calamities, are occaſioned by the Sins of this 
Nation, to avert any Prodigy of this Nature, ought to be the Prayers of
